MESSAGE TO THE MAYOR. 


A H acklB C W hich B a a a W onder­ 
ful C « . 
What with a Police Commission which 
does not know its own mind two days in 
■accession, and a Council which, on this 
matter, hae not much of any mind to 
know, and ft large variety of other ills 
and distempers which official position is 
heir to, it might be supposed that Mayor 
Hazard had enough to wear him down to 
the bone, but now comes out Louis Sil- 
verstein, known to fame and to the 
police courts under a number of different 
aliases, who inflicts upon his honor an 
extraordinary statement, in which he 
demand** immediate action, threatening 
dire calamity to the Mayor and munici­ 
pality if his orders are not straightway 
carried out. Thursday morning when 
Clerk Robinson came down to the office 
he found the document ly ing on his desk 
with the news that the bearer had de­ 
clared an intention to be in in a day or 
■o, and learn what had been done 
about it. 
When the Clerk opened the envelope 
and discovered that it contained six 
enormous sheets of paper, each a yard 
in length and a foot wide, written in a 
microscopical hand on both sides of the 
paper, his first thought was that Mr. 
Dexter, of the East Side, had been pre­ 
paring some more resolutions to present 
to the Board of Police Commissioners 
and had sent them around to have them 
read over and digested a little before the 
next meeting took place. 
He gave an 
exclamation cf dismay and dropped the 
roil of manuscript on the floor. In so 
doing he unfortunately dfsarranged the 
sheets, which were not numbered, and 
although bis Honor and several other 
competent attorneys bave been at work 
npon the document at odd times ever 
since, they have never succeeded in get- 
ing it properly sorted out. It does not 
matter particularly, for wherever the 
reader begins he will find it equally 
lucid, and, for that matter, it reads 
almost aa well backward as forward. 
Everybody who has been in the May­ 
or’s office for the past two dayB has been 
shown the document, and asked to read 
it over and give an opinion upon it. When 
the Clerk handed it to the Mayor, he 
Yemarked as he did so that it was proba­ 
bly a message from the Council. After 
studying it for awhile, Mr. Hazard said 
that he had expected something toler­ 
ably “razzle-dazzle,” bnt that this broke 
the record. MajorFurrey,who happened 
to be present, read one sheet and then 
ran around the table aDd asked for a 
drink. City Clerk Teed tried his hand 
at it for a few minutes, and then begged 
to be tried before a jury of his peers. Mr. 
Lindley wanted it accepted ana tiled, like 
the Mayor’s protesta. 
Mr. Bilderrain 
said he would resign. Several members 
of the Board of Education said that came 
of having a Democrat in their midst, and 
threatened to leave town. To crown it 
all, the reporters, although specially re­ 
quested by a number of people to publish 
it in full, respectfully declined, on the 
ground that payment for space did not 
prevail among the dailies in Los Angeles. 
The part of the document which is 
generally suspected of being its begin­ 
ning, reads as follows: 
“ We, the undersigned, will positively 
state that there is and was and has been 
for some time for the past five years, a 
machine, cr something of some eort, that 
can be applied to human p erson that 
they, or the people, can by some method 
catch a person up in the street and use 
him as a tool, or use him or them as it 
suits them best, with plenty of danger to 
the human mind and body, either with 
acids, gas or natural gas (as in breath­ 
ing) or with gas taken from the ground, 
or gas we use in summer, also including 
electric lights, telegraph and telephone, 
with an appliance applied to these appa­ 
ratuses or machines, and it can be made 
to do most anything. It is used for gam 
biers, robbers, murderers, bank robbers, 
etc., and also in business and in the doc­ 
tor business, where it ia called ‘Black 
Faith,’as for example in Pasadena.” 
Then follows an accurate description of 
the machine, by which it appears that it 
is a good all-round concern, capable, if 
rightly managed, of queering almost 
anybody. No detail is omitted, and the 
account winds up, after extending over 
several sheets, as follows: 
“ There is also in it an acid which can 
burn a person’s skin all up, which will 
make you scratch until you faint away. 
It will make you cough, spit blood, or 
kill you, if the person who has it in 
his bands feels so disposed. I can prove 
by many witnesses that this happened to 
me five years ago iu Stockton, and that 1 
am now a cripple for life. Other people 
who have experienced some of these 
grievances will testify the same as I 
will—not false grievances, but honest, 
upright grievances.” 
“ These are the kind of grievances we 
need,” said the Mayor, when he had read 
thus far. “I have had so many dis­ 
honest and unreliable grievances palmed 
off on me that I am glad to meet with a 
sterling article at last.” 
The petitioner then sets forth how this 
terrific eDgine was brought to bear upon 
him in a thrilling account, as follows: 
“ While standing by a corner in Stock­ 
ton, thirk ng of one thing or other, I felt 
a magnetic or electric shcck through my 
whole system, and turning around saw a 
lot of lights, as it eeemed to me done by 
some mechanical means, shining right in 
my eyes, no matter which way I looked, 
and some persons unknown to myself at 
that time, kept it up until I was nearly 
blind. They ran me from the Plaza in 
Stockton all over the county. I raw all 
kinda of images or subjects, as they call 
them, in front of me performing all 
kinds of different labors and motions by 
electric clockwork.” 
“ Say, if there is no patent on that ma­ 
chine,” said the Mayor, “ I think I will 
have one made to order. Anything that 
will make a man see stars, and then run 
all over the whole county would come 
very handy in my business.” 
The author of the statement then de­ 
scribed what he saw while the machine 
was gitting its work in on him. The 
earth cracked open, and there were vol­ 
canic holes extending down deep in the 
infernal regions, coffins turned inside 
out before his eyeg, men with long necks 
waved their heads about at him, moun­ 
tains hopped about like crickets, and a 
lonesome human elbow, without any­ 
body to go with it, kept jabbing him iu 
the ribs. Altogether, be had a very dis­ 
agreeable time of it. When there was 
nothing else handy to hit him with, his 
tormentera threw quicksilver at his head, 
and once, while he was sound asleep, 
they put an insurance policy on his body, 
and he could not get it off. 
Mingled in with this graphic tale there 
is a good deal of philosophy and {> jlitica. 
The g. o. p. appears to be with him a 
synonym for all that is evil and mysteri­ 
ous in existence, although why such an 
idea should be expressed to the Mayor, 
who happens to belong to that organiza­ 
tion, does not appear. He delivers in 
oae place his opinion that soap is a very 
dangerous article and should not be 
used. Money, also, ia an annoyance to 
him and he says that he has suffered ter­ 
ribly from the vast wealth which he 
has acquired from taking bribes in 


divorce cases. He is at no loss for wit­ 
nesses to prove all that he says, calling 
upon all the principal men and promin­ 
ent officials throughout the State to sub­ 
stantiate what he Bays. 
The extraordinary document closes 
with the man’s signature, under half a 
dozen aliases, and the cheerful remark 
that he expects hereafter to receive a 
salary from the city for the following 
lines of service: “Sealer of^ weights and 
measures, advertising medium, assistant 
detective and mascot of bateball.” 
THE FLAG COT rAGE. 
One Jury D lim ln rd , and Another 
Summoned. 
The case of Charles and Maud McCor­ 
mack, charged with keeping a house of 
ill fame, known as the Flag Cottage, came 
up in Justice Austin’s Court yesterday 
moruing, and after the jury-box had 
been filled with jurymen, the attorney 
for defendants objected to the whole 
panel, on the ground that it had been 
summoned by the Sheriff, who had ex­ 
pressed an opinion to the effect that the 
defendants were guilty. The return to 
the venire showed that it had been made 
by Deputy Sheriff Hammel, and after a 
short argument a recess was taken, in 
order that the Sheriff and those who had 
summoned the jury might be called and 
questioned as to whether they had ex­ 
pressed any opinions or had been biased 
in any way when they eummoned the jury­ 
men. 
At half-poet 11 o’clock the court recon­ 
vened and Deputy Sheriff P. A. Keel was 
placed on the stand. He testified that 
he did not know the McCormacks, and 
had never had a conversation with the 
Sheriff about them or their case. Wm. 
Hammel, the Deputy Sheriff, had asked 
him to summon sixteen or seventeen 
good citizens of East Los Angeles to serve 
on the jury, and he bad done so. Before 
he summoned the jurors he had looked 
in the Great Register to obtain tbeir ad­ 
dresses and initials. He had not sum­ 
moned them with a view of convicting the 
defendants, but had simply selected men 
who were good citizens. 
Deputy Sheriff Hammel testified that 
he bad not summoned any of the jurors. 
He had intended to do so, but gave the 
venire to Mr. Avila who served it. Be­ 
fore doing so, however, he had placed on 
a list the names of several men whom he 
knew were good citizens. He had never 
talked with the Sheriff about the case, 
and had no prejudice against the defen­ 
dants. 
Deputy Sheriff Avila testified that he 
bad served the summons, but did not go 
further south than Fifth street. He had 
no prejudice against the defendants. 
Sheriff Aguirre testified that he knew 
the McCoimacks, but he had not formed 
any opinion as to their guilt or innocence 
on this charge. In the former case, 
when they were charged with keeping a 
disorderly house, he had formed an 
opinion, and it waR to the effect that 
they had kept a disorderly house. In 
this last case the venire had been hand­ 
ed in to his office by the District Attor­ 
ney. He had not asked that it be given 
him, and, personally, he had nothing to 
do with the summoning of the jurymen. 
He had never said that he thought Mc­ 
Cormack was guilty of this last charge. 
Charles McCcrmack, the defendant, 
was placed on the stand and testified 
that he had never had a conversation 
with the Sheriff about this charge, but 
just after he had been arrested the first 
time the Sheriff had told him that be had 
better move or else he would have to 
prosecute every day. The Sheriff said 
that the Supervisors had instructed him 
prosecute the case. 
Continuing, he 
said: “ I have been running the Flag 
Cottage for about two years. Before 
that I lived in San Francisco. The Flag 
Cottage is a restaurant and nothing more. 
I have never rented a room except to 
parties who stayed all night as man and 
wife. I never said that drummers and 
other men’s wives came there and rented 
rooms and that 1 did not see what they 
did. 
I never told this to Judge Sexton. 
He asked me whether there were 
drummers and other men’s wives who 
stayed there. 
I said I didn’t know. 
They were represented to me to be man 
and wife, and I didn’t know whether 
they were or not.” 
Sheriff Aguirre took the stand again 
and testified that there were fifteen 
rooms in the Flag Cottage, according to 
a card which bad been printed for distri­ 
bution. 
G. W. Sexton testified that McCor­ 
mack had told him that he kept a first- 
class house and that business men, trav­ 
eling men, ealesmen, railroad men and 
sporting men came there with other 
men’s wives and had “a 
of a time.” 
Witness said he then aBked him if they 
did not go there for other purposes and 
if they did not have something else. 
He said that when they went into their 
rooms he did not go in after them to see 
what they did. 
This closed the testimony and Justice 
Austin took the matter of the motion to 
discharge the jurors, under considera- 
tioq^until 2 o’clock, at which time he al­ 
lowed the motion and ordered a new 
jury summoned by the Constable of the 
court, to be returned thiB morning. 
A Narrow Eicapc. 
It is reported that the oil wells at 
Puente had a narrow escape from fire on 
Thursday. A surveying party was run­ 
ning lines on the land of W. P. Rowland 
and sot fire to some brush, which ob­ 
structed their progress. The fire spread 
so rapidly that it took several hours of 
bard fighting to prevent it from reaching 
the oil wells. 
Luckily, the wind was 
not blowing, and the fire was stopped in 
time to prevent a serious conflagration.

T he qnestion as to w ho ehall prosecute 
th e cates w hich arise under th e State 
law and are taken in to Police Judge 
Stanton's court has, as yet, not been de­ 
cided. 
Ju stice S tan to n 's letters to the 
C ity A ttorney and to th e D istrict A ttor­ 
n ey w ere published in yesterday's H e r ­ 


a l d , and yesterday C ity A ttorney Mc­ 
F arlan d forw arded th e fo llo w in g reply 
to Justice S ta n to n : 
Sir—R eplying to yours of th e 23d inst. 
w ill say th a t, since th e organization of 
your court, th ere has n o t been a day th at 
you have n ot found a deputy from my 
oflice punctual in attendance upon your 
court, rc a ly an d w illing to prepare com­ 
plaints and prosecute all cases arising 
out of violations of th e ordinances of the 
city, an d to perform all o ther duties in 
connection w ith your court prescribed 
b v law for m e to do. 
Y ou are well 
aw are th a t all violations of th e State law 
th a v e , heretofore, been prosecuted by the 
D istrict 
A ttorney, an d your dem and 
upon m e to now assum e duties which I 
am not em pow ered by law to perform is 
u nauthorized an d unw arranted. 
My 
deputy acted under m y instructions w hen 
h e refused to prosecute for petit larceny 
an d o ther violations of th e Stat9 law. 
Our C h arter provides th a t it Bhall be 
th e d u ty of the C ity A ttorney to prose­ 
cute, in behalf of th e people, all crim inal 
caees arising upon violations of the pro­ 
visions of th e C h arter and city ordi­ 
nances an d to attend to all suits, m atters 
a n d th in g s in w hich the city m ay he 
legally interested. T he crim e of petit lar­ 
ceny is n o t a violation of th e city ordi­ 
n ances, 
nor 
of 
th e 
provisions 
of 
th e C harter, and is n o t a su it as therein 
contem plated; and if it was a violation 
of the ordinances, th e city would have 
no power to prosecute th e sam e, as our 
Suprem e C ourt in th e m atter of Sic, re­ 
ported in 73 C al., page 143, h as decided 
th a t a m unicipal corporation h as no 
pow er to pass an ordinance punishing 
precieely th e sam e acts which are pun­ 
ishable uuder th e general law s of the 
S tate. 
P e tit larceny is a violation of the 
State law , and punishable by fine or im ­ 
p risonm ent in the C ounty Ja il, and the 
prosecution of w hich is wholly w ithin 
th e province of th e D istrict A ttorney, as 
show n by Section 4,256 of th e Political 
Code, w hich provides th at he m ust at­ 
tend th e D istrict an d C ounty Courts on 
behalf of th e people an d conduct and 
prosecute a ll public offenses, and to in 
stitu te proceedings before m agistrates for 
th e a rrest of persons charged w ith or 
reasonably suspected of public offenses. 
For th e reasons stated above, 1 m ust 
decline to com ply w ith th e dem and 
m ade upon m e in your letter of yester­ 
day.

office, No. 118 N orth M ain street. 
As to m y appearing in person or by dep­ 
u ty for th e purpose of prosecuting petty 
m isdem eanors in y o u r C ourt, after an ex ­ 
am ination of the law , I am of the opinion 
th a t it is n o t m y du ty , nor can I be re-

sustained b y the proper authority in th e

I h av e heretofore attended, eith er in 
person, o r by doputy, by request of th e 
C ity A ttorney, un til such tim e as th e 
legality of th e C h arter of th e City of Los 
A ngeles w as determ ined by the Suprem e 
C ourt, an d it wae th en expected th a t th e 
question of w hether the Police C ourt w as 
a legal court w ould have been d eter­ 
m ined.

scent as though th a t classical adage 
would apply to our R epublican friends 
and the party generally, b ut m ore par­ 
ticularly to them in your fair city and 
ours of “ B aynclim ate.’’ 
I see by the 
H kralij th e “ m onkey-and-parrot” tim e 
yon are haviitg over your police affairs, 
and the action of your Board of Police 
Com m issioners w ould indicate th a t they 
were doing all they could to h u rt their 
party, not only for the present, but as 
well for th e future. 
Your city govern­ 
m en t is, I believe, alm ost, if not entirely, 
in the b an d s of “ our friends th e e n em y ,” 
th e R epublicans. 
A MUNICIPAL MUDDLE IN SAN DIEGO, TOO. 
W ith u s, we, too, are having a m ud­ 
d le, but n ot quite so bad a one as yours, 
y e t Btill a serious conflict betw een our 
M ayor an d Council. 
H e h as sen t ap ­ 
pointm ent after dppointm ent before the 
Council for confirm ation, w hich they, 
w hether for good and valid reasons, or

goes on. 
Large powers w ere lodged in th e M ayor 
b y our C harter, as I believe is th e 
th e case w ith yours, and it w as urged 
th a t it w as wise to do so, in o rd er th at 
som e one, individually, m ight be held 
responsible ; b u t if the Council is going 
to absolutely control the chief executive 
—m ake him a m ere m achine in their 
h an d s—w here, th en , rests th e responsi­ 
bility? 
C ertainly not w ith h im . 
At the 
tim e of th e adoption of our C h arter by 
tho people, it was fondly hoped th at it 
would resu lt in an able, h onest a n d capa­ 
b le adm inistration of 
o u r municiDal 
affairs. 
This, I believe, w as th e case 
w ith Los Angeles. 
In both cities th e 
new C harters w ere adopted by an over­ 
w helm ing m ajority, yet, it is tru e, not 
w ithout som e opposition. No sooner was 
ours adopted by th e people and confirm ed 
by the Legislature than th e question of 
nom inations for city officers arose, and 
there w as a m ost determ ined effort on 
th e p a rt of 
th e Ultra-Republicans to 
nom inate and elect none b u t R epub­ 
licans, and those of th e raoBt virulent 
type, to those offices. 
T he b e tte r sense 
of the people, how ever, cam e in , and th e 
citizens held a convention an d put in 
nom ination a 
ticket consisting very 
largely of R epublicans, but w ith a few 
Dem ocrats to leaven th e lum p. 
Then 
cam e th e tug 
of w ar. 
T he 
R epub­ 
licans of pronouuced dye strained every 
nerve to elect tb eir ticket of cerulean 
hue, an d spared neifher toil, tim e n o r 
money to effect th a t end ; but again the 
good sense of th e people prevailed an d 
the “ C itizens’ T icket” was elected. This 
was not a D em ocratic victory, b u t it waB 
a Republican d efeat; yet th e nu m b er of 
Dem ocrats elected was 
b o sm all, th a t 
w ith th e R epublicans rests th e responsi­ 
bility of our city governm ent, as it does 
w ith y o u rs; an d now in both they are 
“ playing such fantastic tricks before 
high heaven as m ik e th e angels w eep” 
— or laugh, if these celestial brings 
deign to notice m undane affairs. 
W ell, if our R epublican friends b u t 
realize it, they are h u rting th eir party, 
and I hope they m ay keep th e fight up, 
provided the public good is not thereby 
sacrificed to too great an extent. 


IN NATIONAL AFFAIRS 
They a re but little , if any w iser. 
T here 
they are blundering, and th e people— th e 
w orkingm en—begin to see tb a t the lo u d ­ 
m outhed prom ises m ade so lavishly be­ 
fore th e election are far from being ful­ 
filled. 
The wool interest h a s been pro­ 
tected to such an ex ten t tb at th e Mission 
W oolen Mills of 8an F rancisco h ave been 
closed and th e W oodland W oolen M ills 
are u nder attach m en t, th u s throw ing 
h u ndreds of m en, women an d children 
out of em ploym ent; w hile in th e E ast in 
o ther m anufactures and industries the 
sam e lam entable result cith er h as been 
reached, or is being rapidly brought 
about. 
But, M r. E ditor, w h at do you 
think of such an adm ission as th is? I 
clip it from our leading R epublican pa­ 
per oi yesterday m orning: 
“ Louisiana sugar-m akers h ave a new 
m ethod cf extracting th e jnice from the 
cane th at saves a form er loss of nearly 
forty per cent. 
They show no disposi­ 
tion y e t to let up on th e tariff'for th eir 
benefit, which com pels th e consum ers to 
pay a duty on sugar greater th an th e 
value of th eir entire crop.

of the tariff, not only’in th at one article 
of sugar, but in wool, in tin, in jute, and 
thousands of o th er thingB th a t th e con­ 
sum er lias to pay m ost roundly for under 
our present system of protection.

classes and all creeds are treated with 
fairness and w ith justice. 
O nly in yes­ 
terd ay ’s issue you spoke of M r. B laine’s 
position as to th e Sam oan Conference, 
now going on at B erlin, and com m ended 
his course, w inding up a sh o rt article— 
all too short—by saying: “ If Blaine has 
taken the stan d the latest d ispatches in­ 
tim ate, he is rig h t.” I like th a t; it is bold 
and m anly. 
No one can doubt th e D em ­ 
ocratic soundness of th e H e r a l d , nor can 
any forget th e lusty blows it struck in the 
last cam paign for the Dem ocratic party;

and hope th e lesson read it by the 
H er a l d will n ot be loet. 
Speaking of enterprise, how ever, let 
me congratulate you on your enterprise 
in publishing th e details of the late C en­ 
tennial celebration in New Y ork. 
T hen 
you certainly cam e out ahead—"scooped” 
even “ th e M onarch,” and any and all 
others of your contem poraries on the 
Coast, so far as my observation w ent. 
But I do not w ant to give vou too m uch 
taffy, “ leEt you ow er high and proud 
should tu rn ,” so I w ill quit, only saving 
th at m y com m endations, I believe, are 
justly deserved, an d th a t the course of 
the H e r a l d will com m end itself to every 
fair-m inded m an , as well as to 
V a q u e r o .

Perhaps there is nothing, outside of 
the fraud of false labeling, that conduces 
more to the injury of the vineyard in­ 
terest of this State than the licensing by 
the Government of the business of the 
rectifiers. These men. with the sanction 
of the authority of the United States, 
pursue a trade which is not only injuri­ 
ous to legitimate business, but which is 
inexpressibly pernicious in its effects 
upon the public. What is a rectifier? 
He is one who doctors bad and in­ 
ferior liquors and palms them off 
upon the public as genuine brands 
of pure and superior goods. He turns 
high wines into French cognacs. He 
sophisticates everything he touches, and 
does more to vitiate the taste and destroy 
the health of the public than could be 
accomplished by the most unlimited 
abuse of the drinking habit if it were 
confined to pure, but inferior, distilla­ 
tions. The rectifier is responsible for 
the fact that pure liquors are no longer to 
be had in the markets. The genuine 
wines and brandies of former times 
have, through his instrumentality, been 
replaced by decoctions of insidious poi­ 
sons and brain-crazing mixtures. With 
alcohol or Bpirits of wine as a basis, he 
manufactures, by the aid of coloring 
tinctures and flavoring drugs, everything 
in the whole range of spirituous and 
vinous brands. From his laboratory 
emerges the entire stcck in trade of 
nearly 
every 
first - class or last 
• clase bar in the United 
States. 
He is responsible for nine-tenths 
of the crime and insanity that are 
traced to drunkenness. 
If it were not 
for him the vineyards of California could 
not supply the one-thousandth part of 
the demand there would be for 
good, 
pore 
wines 
and 
brandies 
made from our grapes. 
Instead of 
the product of our vineyards being al 
most unsaleable at starvation prices 
they would be in demand at figures that 
would extend the grape growing industry 
of California five hundred fold in the 
next five years. He is the meanest and 
the most injurious enemy to the vine in­ 
terest it háé ever encountered. Phyl­ 
loxera, coulnre, malnero, and all the 
maladies that ever afflicted viticulture 
are as 
nothing 
to the destruc­ 
tive and insidious deviltry of the 
licensed and legalized United States 
rectifier. That the Government encour­ 
ages by the authority of its high sanction 
a calling that íb thus pernicious is one of 
the gravest reflections upon its integrity 
that could be advanced. It is an arraign­ 
ment which involves its implication in a 
conspiracy to defraud and murder the 
people whom it íb instituted to guard and 
protect.

T b a A u p rfiw » H e u r h V a c a n c y . 
The resignation of Justice Temple, of 
the Supreme Court, has created a vacancy 
which the Governor is called Upon to 
fill. We have heard of active move­ 
ments in the northern part of the State 
to secure this position on the bench for 
legal gentlemen residing mainly in the 
famed group of counties arbund the hay. 
The only name that has beea mentioned 
belcw 
the favored 
line is that 
of Mr. Organ Sanders, of Merced 
county, a 
gentleman 
of 
whore 
qualifications we know but little. 
San Francisco has presented Judge 
Hunt, of the Superior Court of 
that city, and now we hear that the Bar 
of Oakiaud has endorsed Judge Green. 
The names of several others thereaway 
have been put forward. 
Southern California is represented on 
the Supreme Bench of this State by only 
one Justice. Indeed, in all our history 
we have only had two Supreme Judges— 
Justice Works, now serving, and Hon, 
E. M. Ross, actual Judge of the U. S. 
District Court of the Southern District 
No one can deny that the interests of 
this section of the State are of sufficient 
importance to warrant 
us 
fair representation on the Supreme 
Bench. We should have at least three 
of the eeven Justices. There are excep­ 
tional interests in this part of the State 
which should receive the benefit of the 
experience of gentlemen whose practici 
has rendered them familiar with their 
peculiarities. The great irrigation inter­ 
est is better understood by our leading 
lawyers and judges than it is by thot 
whose practice and trend of judicial in­ 
vestigation have been confined to the 
settled and routine questions that 
come 
before the Northern courts. 
We have practitioners and Judges 
here whose qualifications would render 
them of essential value in the determin 
ation of all classes of cases, and who 
would bring to the new and involved 
problems constantly coming up in water 
cases a ripeness of judgment, backed by 
special study, that would lead to a line 
of conclusions that would settle the law 
in all controverted questions relating to 
irrigation. 
We therefore submit that this section 
of the State onght to be favorably con­ 
sidered by the Governor in filling the 
vacancy in the Supreme Bench. We 
might ask it as a right, on the ground of 
the relative weight of our interests and 
the extent of our population as compared 
with the rest of our State. But, on the 
ground cf the material we have to grace 
the highest tribunal of the State we might 
as safely ba«e our claim as upon the ex­ 
ceptional interests we have to be adjudi­ 
cated in the Court of last resort.

CRONIN’S MURDER.

There is no doubt that the man 
Woodruff, who figured with the ice 
wagon, and has confessed to carrying off 
the bloody trunk, knows enough to throw 
light upon the persons who employed 
him, and npon the men who went with 
him to Lake View Park.

The mysterious 
cottage at Lake View Park, with its tell­ 
tale blood spotB, furnishes a link in the 
chain which should lead a bright detect­ 
ive upon a trail that would give substantial 
results. Then, it would seem to an 
ordinary understanding, that the various 
efforts made by parties to place the de­ 
tectives on a false trail would suggest a 
guilty knowledge on their part. If the 
murderers of Dr. Cronin are not brought 
to grief, it will certainly not be for the 
want of clews that point the way to the 
unravelling of the mystery and to the 
perpetrators of the crime.

.Associated Presa Dispetehea to tho Hbbald.I 
Chicago, May 24.—A morning paper 
publishes what professes to be papers 
left by Dr. Cronin. Following are ex 
tracts’ “June 13, 1889. John Devoy, in 
convention of the U, B., made four 
charges, with specifications, against 
Alexander Sullivan, Michael Boland and 
Dennis C. Feely. Tho charges were vio­ 
lations of their oaths of membership and 
office, misappropriation of funds of the 
U. B., hetrayal of trust and of interests 
of the U. B., and malfeasance in office 
“At the Clan-Na-Gael Convention in 
Chicago, August 8th, the above named 
were elected members of the executive 
body, and by that body members of the 
revolutionary directory. It is charged 
that the three men named deceived and 
misled their colleagues on the revolution­ 
ary directory who represented the U. B, 
iu that body, and through them deceived 
and mislead the Supreme Council of the 
U. B., with whom they were sworn to 
act in union, and to assist in revolution­ 
ary work, and by such deceit and mis­ 
leading create misunderstanding and 
distrust between the two allied governing 
bodies of the Irish revolutionary move­ 
ment. They levied on the executive body 
of the United Brotherhood in the name 
of the revolutionary directory during the 
years ’81' ’82, ’83 and '84 sums of money 
amounting in the aggregate to $128.000, 
received and expended the same, or or­ 
dered it expended without the knowledge 
and consent of their colleagues of the 
revolutionary directory. 
It is alleged 
that they, together with O’Farrell, of 
Leadville, subsequently audited their 
own accounts. 
"A ta meeting of a committee ap­ 
pointed to investigate these charges in 
August 20, 1888, in Buffallo, Dr. Cronin 
was present as one of the committee. 
Sullivan objected to Cronin’s presence as 
an enemy always trying to injure him. 
The committee consisted of six. Four of 
these found Sullivan and his colleagues 
all right, but McCabey and Cronin made 
a minority report, 
sustaining the 
charges.” 
It is learned to-day that the police 
have struck quite an important clue in 
the Cronin mystery. It seems beyond 
doubt t bat they have discovered the place 
where Cronin was murdered, a vacant 
cottage in Lakeview. Apparently the au­ 
thorities have had some information 
about the place for several days, and 
since the discovery of the body an officer 
lias been constantly watching the sus­ 
pected cottage. A reporter heard of this 
surveillance, but tbe police would give 
no information, accordingly this morning 
three reporters watched their opportun­ 
ity, and when the officer was in the rear 
of the bouee, forced an entrance at the 
front. Stains resembling blood were seen 
on the front steps, but when the reporters 
entered the front room or parlor, they 
found undoubted blood stains on the 
floor, and also in the corner cf the baek- 
rarlor and in the hallway. The parlor 
floor is covered with bloody marks, al­ 
though here the assassins evidently 
made strenuous efforts to destroy the 
stains. The floor is daubed recklessly 
with brown paint, and it can he plainly 
seen that the work was not that of an 
expert. It was evidently done in such 
haete that several places were left where 
the blood stains are peceptible—notably 
in 
the 
centre 
of 
the 
floor. 
In 
the 
paint were 
the 
prints 
of bare feet. Evidently the person who 
made the marks was much excited, for 
the footprints are seen in every direction, 
indicating that the owner had rushed all 
over the room. The reporters had not 
completed their investigation before the 
arrival of the officer, who put a stop to 
the work. 
Before breaking into the 
house the reporters had i>eare<l through 
the basement windows and discovered a 
spade standing against a post, and that

The police officials appear to think to­ 
night that Cronin's assassins may have 
imitated “Boodler” Mcliarlgle’s famous 
escape up Lake Michigan. It is said 
that men were noticed early on the Sun­ 
day morning following Cronin s disap­ 
pearance in a row-boat on the lake, mak­ 
ing for the North Pier. They were 
heading almost in a straight line from 
the beach in Lincoln Park, near where 
the prisoner, Woodruff, said a halt hart 
been made with the mysterious trunk. 
Since that night a row-boat has been 
misBing from an establishment close by. 
The suburban police have always de­ 
clared that there were three men seen in 
the wagon supposed t ) contain the roys- 
terlous trunk. Woodruff, from the first, 
talked of two others besides himselt 
The police are very anxious to hear from 
the missing boat.

In the vacant cottage where the blood­ 
stains were discovered, and th-* place 
which che police had already decided 
was the scene of the murder of Dr. Cro­ 
nin, there was found by a detective to­ 
night a brand new key.. The officers de­ 
cided at once to try it in the lock of the 
mvsteriouB trunk, found by the roadside 
the morning after Cronin disappeared 
The key fitted exactly. All doubt now

found a pot containing a quantity of the 
same eort of paint. The indióations 
aie that the painting had been done 
some time after the killing, possibly in­ 
volving a return to the house by the 
murderers or their accomplices after the 
paint had dried. The son in-law of 
old man Carlson said that the cottage 
was rented in March and the rent paid in 
advance. The man who brought the 
bed, bureau and some of the tubb to the 
house told Mrs. Carlson that his sis 
ter was in the hospital sick, and that, 
before moving in, he would wait until she 
was able to leave the institution. After­ 
wards be came back with another man. 
They informed the Carlsons that they 
were brothers and that their name was 
Williams. When the month was up, on 
the 20th of 
April, they 
came 
around and paid another month’s 
rent, 
saying 
that 
their 
sister 
was still sick. The old folks became 
suspicious after this, and determined that 
there was something wrong, and decided 
not to let the men have the houve after 
this month. A singular thing is that, 
last Thursday, another man who had not 
been seen before came to the house to 
pay a third month’s rent. Mrs. Carson 
refused to re-rent the house, Baying that 
they proposed to sell it. The man said 
he would return next day to take the 
furniture away. He did not come for the 
furniture next day, and it is in the house 
yet.

ON T H E D IA M O N D .

New Y o h k , May 24.—At to-day’s ses­ 
sion of the inquest in the case of Wash­ 
ington Irving Bishop, Mrs. Bishop, 
mother of the deceased, testified that, on 
one occasion, her son had been, for six 
days, as if dead, but she held to the be­ 
lief that he was alive, and on the sev­ 
enth day he rose up and was himself • 
again. 
This, Mrs. Bishop said, was 
when he was a boy, and he had had sev­ 
eral similar experiences since. 
She 
further Eaid that he had a horror of the 
surgeon’s knife, while in the trance, 
and always carried a paper about hifl 
person explaining this feeling. She said 
she saw this paper with him an hour lie- 
fore be left Philadelphia on the fatal 
evening. 
Although she came on at 
once, when notified of his illness, they 
would not let her Eee him, hut said that 
the doctorB were with him. She 
had a 
presentiment 
that 
they 
would try to cut him with their 
knives before they would let her see 
him. She argued with them to no_ pur­ 
pose, and said, "He is simply in a 
trance, and they do not understand his 
case. On Tuesday morning,” she added, 
"1 was brought to the undertaker’s, and 
there shown the body of my murdered 
boy.” 
Miss Ida Orine Jones, who had known 
Bishop for fifteen years, told of a trance 
of Bishop, where the physicians pro­ 
nounced him dead, and his recovery 
half an hour after he had been laid out. 
Dr. Briggs corroborated Mrs. Bishop’s 
testimony as to his attendance on her 
son in 1873, and stated that the doctors 
who were with him had pronounced him 
dead, though he would not be convinced, 
having had charge of similar cases. Ad­ 
journed until Monday. 
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the earth had been freshly turned u p . It 
is said that the police found bloody 
clothes concealed in the house or base­ 
ment, but on this point they refuse to 
talk.The cottage in question is situated 
within a few hundred feet of the home of 
P. O. Sullivan, the ice man, whose card, 
preEented to Dr. Cronin, led him to 
leave his home on the night of his disap­ 
pearance. The man who presented the 
card said one of Sullivan’s employes had 
met with an accident and required Cro­ 
nin’s services. The cottage belongs to a 
man named Carlson, who liveB on the 
rear of the Bame lot. It appears that, 
about seven weeks ago, a youog woman 
rented the house, paying a month in ad­ 
vance. People were given to understand 
that the woman had rented it for 
her brother, who had been hired by 
Sullivan. Sullivan declares that he did 
not hire any such man. Moreover, 
though the rent was paid, the house re­ 
mained unoccupied until about the time 
of Cronin’s disappearance, when men 
came with what appeared to be a bundle 
of carpets. If they were preparing for 
Cronin’s assassination, this would have 
been a good way to smuggle into the 
house the large nundle of cotton batting 
found with the body. 
Proceeding on the theory that Cronin 
was murdered here, it is pointed out that 
the house is admirably located for the 
purpose, as, being near Sullivan’s house, 
Cronin could be conducted to it without 
exciting suspicion, while, at the same 
time, it would furnish a perfect hiding 
place for them to spring upon him as 
soon as he entered the place. It is also 
surmised that the carpet may have been 
used upon the hallway or another front 
room, to give the place the appearance 
of being occupied. The attention of the 
police was directed to the house by Carl­ 
son, the owner. 
This afternoon it was visited by In­ 
spector Ebersold and the Coroner. When 
Lieutenant Schuettler found that the 
reporters bad gained an entrance to the 
house, he was very angry. He suspended 
the officer who had been on watch, and 
Bent another to the place. 
The Lieutenant himself, however, was 
not more successful in keeping the secret, 
for a reporter succeeded in drawing from 
him some important admissions, among 
;hem that the police had a clue to the 
murderers. The most important admis­ 
sion was that the clothes of the dead man 
had been recovered and identified. 
Late this afternoon, Mr. Carlson turned 
over to the police a letter signed "Frank 
Williams,” which he said was written bv 
one of the two strange men who occupied 
the cottage and disappeared after tbe 
murder. The police would not divulge

AN ATTEMPTED FRAUD. 
f lo w a H c b n tc T ic k e t w a s R a is e d 
to F o r ty D o lla r* . 
An unknown man tried to work a little 
scheme with a forged rebate certificate, 
to cheat H. R. Duffin, a ticket broker at 
133 North Main, but he failed in bis 
effort. Tickets from San Francisco to 
San Diego are sold by members of the 
American Ticket Brokers’ Association in 
Sun Frandico, which, if used only to 
Los Angeles, are entitled to a rebate of 
four doll urn. This íb paid through any 
other member of the Association, on the 
presentation of the necessary certificate. 
It is made out very much like a bank 
check, with tlie amount in figures on the 
upper lefthand corner, and written out 
in words in the main body of the docu­ 
ment. 
A well dressed man presented 
himself at Mr. Duliin’s office yesterday 
morning, and offered one of there certifi­ 
cates, bearing the sum of forty dollars 
plainly written, both in figures and in 
words. The signature was that of A. 
Ottinger, a member of the Association. 
It appeared to be perfectly correct, but 
the broker was at a loss to account for 
such a sum being ordered paid on such a 
ticket. 
"I can explain that,” said the man in 
answer to his question. “ I got into San 
Francisco in the morning, and went di­ 
rectly to Mr. Otlinger’s office. My ticket 
to Chicago called for a rebate of $36, and 
I presented my certificate. No one was 
in the cilice but the clerk, and, as he did 
not hanpen to have the combination of 
the safe, he conld not let me have the 
money. I liad to leave on tlie next train 
and had no time to wait So the clerk 
made out the certificate for $40, adding 
in the $4 to which I was entitled on my 
San Diego ticket. He said yon could 
pay it just as well as he, and it would all 
come cut square in the geueral settling 
up.”Mr. Duffin was confident that it must 
be all right, but thought l>eBt to telegraph 
to San Francisco for information, as the 
whole proceeding was an irregular one 
He promised to let the man have the 
money qr -oon as he had word to that 
effect fn m Ottinger, and the certificate 
was left in his hands. After the man 
departed he began to study the docu­ 
ment moie closely, and discovered that 
the "y” of “forty” was written with a 
somewhat ditfeient ink from the reet of 
the word, as was also the “o” of the 
”40.” Presently he saw through it. 
“ Four” had been made over into “forty,” 
and ”4” into ”40.” He telegraphed to 
Ottinger, and was informed that the cer­ 
tificate had been drawn for four, and not 
forty dollars. 
In the afternoon a messenger boy ap­ 
peared with a note, demanding the 
money. When this was refused, the 
man himself appeared, and said ho 
would like the $4 to which tie wap justly 
entitled. Mr. Duffin put him off and 
tried to inouce him to call again, when 
he should have an officer handy, but the 
fellow disappeared, and has not been 
seen since.
